we were not able to get^ which Was a great difad* 
Viuitageta our Proceedings^ thefe -Returns haring 
been made whilft U^e Miichiefs were freih^ and th^ 
IRefentments^ high between Protcftant ind Papift^ 
and confequently withlifefs favour than Imthbeen 
iince ftiewn. • ^ . 

J. Many Commiflions for taking Inquifitions, 
have liTued both from the Cbamerf and Euhftter ^ 
that ar« notfped^ and many others have been Im- 
perfedly taken^and worfe drawn up, and fome 
have never beert^returned, nor fo much as the. Re- 
cords made up by the Efcheatof; • • , 

6. Qreat Quantities of Lands found in thelnqui- 
fitions, have not been put. in Cbs^rge to His Mstjmy^ 
nor appear in the Rent Rplls^ . and many Deni^mK 
nations appear in the Rent-Rolls^ of which no 
Inquifitipns were taken^ and a great many other 
Parcels of Lands are mentioned ifi.thcGrants^whicli 
are neither' found in thelnquifitions or Rent-Rolls, 
and fome in the Sub-CpmmiJQSoners Returiia itfaat ^ 
are found no where elfe j and there, may be .many 
more of which we canti^^ce no Fpcytfteps. . 

7. As we cannot Complain to your Honours of 
any 4ire<a t)ifobedience to our Alith^rity, fo jwe 
mvSt take Notice^ that we bad frQmfew pfficis thk 
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Difpatch which was neceftary to the Work we had 
the Honour to be Emp-oyed in ; but whetUer this 
proceeded from any Unwillingnefs to obey'. us, the 
the Multitude of other Bufipels, or it\^ Jrregular 
Methods ^of keeping their Books, we da not affirm, 
" 8,' Particularly the Jooks pF the .CpmmiflJoner^ 
of the Revenue relating to the Forfeitures, - are fo 
ill and confufedty keept, as mych delayed u$J|i but 
proceedings ; but this we do not attribute (q much 
to the Commifficners of the Revenue^ as to th^ 
/hifting this Enqijiry front one Cpmmiflton to ano- 
ther, which has jb^en don? five times fince the Batr 
tel of the Bofne; fo that no CommifEpners, .if they 
weredifpofed to it, have been abletota'keahy ftedr

9. By this n^eans we have bcpn forced to examine 
Tuch Bundles ofRe^ords and Yolumes of other Pa- 
pers as have taken up mijchypf that time, w^iich 
might otherwlfe havp been employed in the Exami-f 
nation of the Values, and enquirin| into the Mi{« 
management of the Forfeitures, which appear to us 
very great, tho' by the Pittance of time, the A^ 
greement of Partiei pon^erned. the D^ath of fpme 
^nd Departure of others out ot the Kingdom, moft 

- of the Tr^ks s^re worn put, fo that we found i^ 
very difficult, and in many Cafe^i impofliblej to 
come at a true Information. 

10. Befidesthis, there apppared to us a very grea^ 
backwardnefs in the People of this Kingdom to 
give any Jjnformation, which in our hum^^e Opi- 
hion^. does not pfOceed frpnr any diflike to the bufi- 
nefs of our Cpmmiffion, or difobedience to the Aun 
thority that fent us, but from the fear of the Grap- 
tees, and thePerfons in Power, whofe Difpleafure 

in this Kingdom is not eafily born. Sefides^ Re- 
. - * ports 
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ports fecmM to us, to have been induftrioufly fpread 
l^broad^ and generally believed, That our Enquiry 
would come to nothing, and was only the Effect 
of a fuddenRefolution, which hind red. many Per-* 
fons from making coqiiderable Difcoveries: But we 
humbly cortteive, if fuch fears were removed, the 
Forfeitures would appear much greater. 

11. Added to all thefe Difficulties^ our Bufmefs ic 
felf was fo very^oluminous, and confifted of fo ma^ 
ny Parts, that an exa<ft Scrutiny into all the Parti- 
eulars could not have been made, in a much lodger 
Cime than we wer^ confined to. , But fuch an Ac- 
count as upder thefe Difadvantages we were ^ble to 
acquire, we do with all humility lay before your 
Honours.
